drove off the Mill Creek road above 
the summit, en route to Big Bear 
valley, yesterday, and the Harwood 
Buick rolled over and over until it 
lodged against a tree 150 feet be- 
low the road. 

Mr. Allen was thrown from the 
car in the first turn over, but Mr. 
Harwood was carried with the ‘ma- 
chine to within fifty feet of where 
it wrapped itself about a tree, and 
the remarkable part of the accident 
is that reports from the Redlands 
hospital received at The News of- 
fice at 10 a. m. are to the effect that 
both men are resting easily and in- 
dications are that both wi] recover. 

it was thonght at first that Mr. 
Harwood was suffering frem a frac- 
tured skull, but indications are that 
his skull is not fractured, as be has 
regained consciousness and iis rest- 
ing comfortably. 

Reports from the hospital is to 
the effect that Mr. Harwood is ‘the 
more seriously hurt of the two, and 
that Mr. Allen’s recovery ‘is assured. 

The accident occurred about one 
mile from ‘the patrol ‘where cars 
traveling the Mill Creek road go 
up the grade one hour and come 
down the next hour. The men were 
en route to Big Bear with their 
camping outfit, Messrs. Allen and 
Harwood occupying the ‘front ‘seat 
and Joe Betz in the rear seat. The 
machine was traveling at a slow pace 
when Mr. Harwood’s attention was 
called to something on ‘the dash- 
board. Taking his attention from ‘the 
road for-the moment to adjust the 
air valve, a curve loomed ‘up in the 
foreground and before. Mr. Harwood

This Is the Red Cross Week Proclamation 
by President Wilson . 

THE WHITE HOUSE, May 25, 1917.— 
‘‘Inasmuch as our thoughts as a nation are 
now turned in united purpose toward the 
performance to the utmost of the services 
and duties which we have assumed in the 
cause of liberty and justice; 

‘Inasmuch as but a small proportion of 
our people can have the opportunity to serve 
upon the actual field of battle, but all men, 
women and ehildren alike may serve and 
serve effectively by making it possible to 
care properly for those who do serve under 
arms at home and abroad; 

‘‘And inasmuch as the American Red 
Cross is the official recognized ageney for 
voluntary effort in behalf of the armed 
forces of the nation and for the adminis- 
tration of relief; 

‘Therefore, by virtue of my authority as 
President of the United States, and as 
president of the American Red Cross I. 
Woodrow Wilsen, do hereby proclaim the 
week beginning June 18, 1917, as Red 
Cross week, during which the people of 
the United States will be called upon to 
give generously and in a_ spirit of patri- 
otie saerifice for the support and mainte- 
nance of this work of national need.

go home. The soldiers from other countries on 
the firing line cannot go home; there is no home 
to go to! They go to Paris, Many of them do 
not return from Paris as. efficient soldiers as 
they were when they went there. Our American
